Few fields
have not as yet been touched with the
knife, many are entirely cleared, and in
nearly all the foremost crops aro pretty
well in. Another week of good weather
will see the tobaceo mostly on the poles.
It is noticeable how many tobacco sheds—
many with basements—have been bailt
during the past year, and all indications
point to the growing appreciation of the
farmer that it is in the successful curing of
his crop that its profit must be largely en-
hanced. The of each succeeding year
is better housed and handled than before.

The New York Market.

The Toebacco Journal for the past weck
continues to bear the market, represents it
as demoralized, predicts an immensce "S0
crop and a lowering of prices from 25 to
50 per cent. Itdecleres that 70 tobacco
is a drug and export at a stand-still. The
Journal has of late'shown such a disposi-
tion to sacrifice the truth to its own pride
of opinion and recklessdesire to keep down
prices and justify its cver-failing predic-
tions, that it is with little confidence that
we quote even its reported sales of last
week :
